THAT any Act for making, amending, or repairing any Turnpike Road E^ing 
15 or Roads in Ireland, which will expire on the said Thirty-first day of Acts for 
July in the present year, or during or with the present or next ensuing tinuedfora 
Session of Parliament, shall be and the same is hereby continued, as certain am. 
amended by the said recited Act of the fourth and fifth years of Her 
Majesty’s reign, until the Thirty-first day of July One thousand eight 
hundred and Forty-three, or, if Parliament be then sitting, until the 
End of the then Session of Parliament.
